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HIS is the official publication 
of the Anglo-Saxon Federa- 


tion of America, set up to. 


explain the true function of 
the Celto-Anglo-Saxon and kindred 
peoples in the plan of God as modern 
Israel, with special references as to 
their history, true identity, and re- 
sponsibility as revealed by the Bible 
and in the light of modern archaeo- 
logical and ethnological research. 

We of the Anglo-Saxon Federation 
of America are plain Americans who 
have seen God’s Hand in our history 
and for the most part we are church- 
men who see God’s Word in the Scrip- 
tures. 

Names more often mislabel than 
describe the things to which they are 
affixed, and the name of this Federa- 
tion is no exception. Anglo-Saxon is a 
noble name when it is clearly under- 
stood; it is also a very inclusive name. 
As here used it does not stand for the 
Nordic racial theory or for the exalta- 
tion of any nation. We exalt God, not 
man. 

We are not introducing a new reli- 
gion. We are not a sect. In a time 
when esteem for the Bible has greatly 
declined, we stand for the truth of the 
Book as applied to the spiritual, eco- 
nomic and political life of man on the 
earth. 

We believe that in the Bible we 
have plain guidance for the spiritual 
life of the soul, the moral order of so- 
ciety and for the economic process 
based on justice and equity. In the 
Law we find the moral and economic 
order by which God intended to make 
obsolete the pagan order under which 
we live. In the History we see our fore- 
fathers as they lived in alternate obe- 
dience and rejection of the Law, with 
consequent prosperity and correction. 
In the Prophets we have the Voice of 
God recalling us to our allegiance and 
foretelling the consequences of certain 
courses of action. In the Gospel we 
have our Lord offering to set up again 
the Kingdom of God in its economic 
and moral and spiritual elements. In 
the Apostles and the Church we have 
all this held as a precious possibility 
at any time we are ready for it, but 
at present under the phase of interior 
religion without larger social mani- 
festation —in brief, but one hemi- 
sphere of the given Truth. So that we 
may be said to stand for the whole 


Law of God and the whole Gospel of 
Christ. 


C= responsibility in these matters 
is deepened by the fact that we, 
as a people—ihe Celto-Anglo-Saxon 
and kindred peoples, as our Federa- 
tion puts it—are the people with 
whom God made his unalterable Cov- 
enant and upon whom he laid his 
Law, “Which if a man do, he shall 
live.” 

That is, we accept the Scripture 
which describes a servant race ap- 
pointed by God as the earthly vehicle 
of His purpose to the nations. This 
people was called Israel. Selected, dis- 
ciplined, and dispersed on their mis- 
sion, they are as really existing and 
working now as they were in Bible 
times. In ignorance of their identity, 
they have been blindly fulfilling part 
of God’s purpose, but the foretold 
time is come when they shall know 
who they are and what they came here 
to do. Our movement is but one sign 
of that awakening. 

We know the divine destiny that 
Israel was commissioned to fulfill. We 
know that Israel left Palestine, while 
the Jews remained. We can trace Is- 
rael out of the East and across Europe 
to their new settlement in the Isles 
and then on to America. By what the 
Prophets wrote of them, what the 
monuments record, what the tradi- 
tions preserve, and by the way-marks 
they left at various stages of their jour- 
ney, but mostly by the way they have 
fulfilled, unconsciously, what the 
Word of God states concerning them, 
and by the innumerable evidences of 
God’s providence in their present sit- 
uation, we know who and where they 
are, and what they will do. 


W: still live in Bible times in the 
truest sense. The United States 
and Canada are peopled with branches 
of Israel, the Covenant People. And 
being who they are, and being where 
they are, their responsibility as human 
channels through which the purpose 
of God is to flow to the nations is 
very great. This Federation is a recog- 
nition of that responsibility. 

So that we stand for the Bible, for 
Christian truth in all its parts, and 
for the place of the American people 
in the plan of God. 

Israel was not chosen for its special

work by reason of any superiority to 
other people; their promised great- 
ness, which has now been fulfilled, 
was not given for their own aggran- 
dizement but as necessary equipment 
for the world work they were to do. 
Everywhere the notes of Israel are 
civil and religious liberty. The Bohe-. 
mians who stood for Huss, the Italians 
who saved Italy from Communism, 
the liberty-loving and God-fearing 
men of Holland and Belgium, the 
Brittany men of France, the Saxons 
of Germany, the Scandinavians and 
Britons and North Americans all be- 
long to the Israel stream of destiny. 
Even in Russia are pockets of Israel— 
for, through Russia and Poland in 
days before Christ, dispersed Israel 
was slowly filing across Europe to “the 
appointed place.” So that they are, as 
was foretold, a multitude in the earth, 
and their recognition of their iden- 
tity and responsibility holds mighty 
possibilities for the future. 


HIS American nation is a Cove. 

nant Commonwealth, included in 
the unalterable, unconditional cove- 
nant which God made with Israel. 
But on its own behalf, also, our Amer- 
ican nation in its national documents 
made its own covenant with God 
which it is dishonoring today. We are 
trying to recall our people to a sense 
of their present position. 

This, in large and general terms, 
defines our position. We number 
amongst our members and adherents 
clergymen of every denomination and 
members of all the churches. We are 
anti-nothing but pro-everything relat- 
ing to God’s revealed purpose. We 
have no doctrinal tests and seek to 
avoid controveries arising from dif- 
fering doctrinal views. For the most 
part our membership holds the gen- 
erally accepted elements of Christian 
truth. Taken as a whole the doctrines 
held within the Federation by its mem- 
bers would comprise the totality of 
present Christian belief. This we seek 
to complete with the neglected truths 
concerning the Kingdom or Govern- 
ment of God, for peace and justice, 
and concerning people of God who 
continue today, as in Bible times— 
the same people with the same work 
—but now nearing a time of great 
change in the world for the fuller en- 
try of the Rule of God amongst men. 
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London-MoscowAxis? 
_ policy of appeasement has 


proven to be a complete failure. 
Dictators have again scored in their 
move against Anglo-Saxondom. In 
place of undertaking to appease the 
Rome-Berlin axis partners, Israel is 
now aggressively encircling Germany 
and Italy with hostile nations. ‘The 
present change in attitude is no more 
of a solution for troubled Europe 
than was the non-resistance which al- 
lowed Hitler to march unopposed into 
the Rhineland and the policy of ap- 
peasement that culminated with 
Munich. If Great Britain is foolish 
enough to enter into an alliance with 
Russia, it will be for her own hurt 
and, but for God’s later intervention, 
the destruction of her great empire. 

The statesmen of Great Britain 
found out, to their own sorrow, that 
Hitler's word meant nothing to him 
if the keeping of his word would hin- 
der his program. By what process of 
reasoning, then, can they hope to rely 
upon the word of the leaders of Rus- 
sia, who have declared in their utter- 
ances that treaties and leagues are 
only good and to be kept insofar as 
they serve their purposes. 

Great Britain may be _ foolish 
enough to enter into a_ military 
league with Soviet Russia. If they do, 
the results will be disastrous and far- 
reaching. Such an alliance will give 
the Russian Bear ready access to Brit- 
ish territory. Russian hordes will be 
allowed to occupy the region around 
the Dardanelles and territory adja- 
cent to Palestine. 

For a long time it has been a puzzle 
as to how Ezekiel 38 and 39 was to be 
fulfilled. Israel is not shown as in 
Opposition to the movements of Rus- 
sia until after they have come into 
the land. This is clearly apparent in 
reading over the account. While Eze- 
kiel shows that God is in opposition 
to Gog and Magog, Isaiah declares 
Israel will make an agreement with 
death and enter into a covenant with 
hell (Isaiah 28:15). With Great Brit- 
ain in a defensive alliance with Rus- 
sia, it gives that nation the oppor- 
tunity for which she has long been 
looking. God knows the motives ac- 


tuating the leaders of Russia in enter- 
ing into such an alliance with His 
people Israel, and therefore He de- 
nounces them. “Thus saith the Lord 
God! Behold, I am against thee.” 
This is twice stated, emphasizing the 
fact of that opposition (Ezekiel 38:2 
and 39:1). 

Let us visualize coming events... 
Israel pressed beyond measure by 
moves in Europe and around the 
Mediterranean allows Russia to come 
down from the north, a great com- 
pany and a mighty army .. . Britain 
assumes Russia is acting in good faith 
as her ally . . . Russia welcomes this 
opportunity to come into land long 
coveted by her. This enor- 
mous army, fully equipped with all 
the implements of modern warfare, 
occupy the land within easy striking 
distance of Palestine. Here we have 
Gog and Magog in a strategic position 
which gives them command over the 
Near East, enabling them to strike a 
swift and fatal blow at the British 
Empire. The prophet now records a 
change in their attitude, for this 
temptation is too great for the treach- 
erous leaders of a Godless nation to 
resist. The evil thought of being able 
to now dominate the entire situation 
dictates their next move. 

We can do no better than to let the 
prophet tell us the story: “Then, thus 
saith the Lord; at that time thoughts 
shall come into your mind, and you 
will conceive a vile idea, and will say, 
I will attack a country of unwalled 
villages,—I will advance to a quiet 
secure population,—all of them with- 
out walls, or bars, and having no 
gates! to plunder and loot—to turn 
your hand against the _ reinhabited 
ruins, and against a People collected 
from the heathen,—practicing com- 
merce and trade, and residing on the 
top of the earth.” 

Great Britain, a country of mer- 
chants, has again come into posses- 
sion of their ancient homeland. Rus- 
sia now sees her opportunity and 
breaks her alliance as an ally. This 
surprise move results in a protest from 
the Arabs, Great Britain and her 
colonies. “Sheba and Debam, and 
merchants of Tharshish, and all her 
young Lions, will ask you,—‘Have you 


come to plunder and rob? Have you 
collected your hosts to carry off silver 
and gold? —to seize commerce and 
trade? and to plunder a great plun- 
der?” (Ezekiel 38:10-15, Ferrar Fen- 
ton Translation). 

Here we have the picture of such 
treachery as the world has not seen 
for many centuries, making the might 
of the British Empire of no avail as 
she faces her enemies. Space will not 
permit our giving the interesting de- 
tails of the events that follow, but 
suffice to say that God has declared 
He would disannul Israel’s covenant 
with death and her agreement with 
hell (Isaiah 28:18). Because of this 
treachery against His people, Ezekiel 
declares in fury God will fight against 
this nation, demonstrating to Israel's 
enemies and all the nations around 
that He is God, and that they are His 
people. 

Because our statesmen are foolish 
and fail to recognize God and heed 
His instructions for Israel’s safety, 
they are bringing His people to the 
brink of the precipice of destruction. 
But for the intervention of God, His 
Kingdom People would perish. The 
man who holds that such a type of 
leadership in Israel is saving us from 
trouble, is indeed blind to actualities 
and is failing to understand the im- 
port of the utterances of the prophets. 


Confidence (?) 


ERE is a statement just pub- 

lished in the bulletin of one of 
Michigan’s most prominent churches. 
It is entitled “Confidence”: 

Dr. Jones and Dr. Smith are physi- 
clans. They know that to be success- 
ful they must have the complete con- 
fidence of their patients. Both men 
know that many questions are unan- 
swered in the field of medicine; both 
know that many diseases and disor- 
ders are not eastly diagnosed. Their 
problem is how to maintain the con- 
fidence of patients in the face of occa- 
sional ignorance. 

Dr. Jones prefers to bluff through 
the moments when he is not sure, 
thinking that any uncertainty com- 
municated to the patient is bad for 
his reputation and the _ patient’ 
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chance for cure. Dr. Jones bluffs quite 
successfully, never at a loss for a med- 
ical term or a nod of assurance to 
quiet the patient's fears. 

Dr. Smith’s technique is different. 
He believes that honesty inspires con- 
fidence, more than feigned optimism 
and certainty. When Dr. Smith ts 
puzzled by symptoms, he admits it. 
When he does not know, he says he 
does not know. He is slow and careful 
in reaching positive conclusions. 

To which one of these doctors 
would you prefer to trust yourself? 

The church through the ages has 
faced the same problem of keeping 
the confidence of the people. Some of 
the church leaders, like Dr. Jones, 
have never admitted ignorance. Oth- 
ers, like Dr. Smith, have been as hon- 
est with lay people as they are with 
themselves, never allowing cant or 
obscurantism to pass their lips. 

A good case in point is the doctrine 
of immortality, which we are now 
thinking about during the Easter 
season. Some men, such as the author 
of the Book of Revelation, the poet 
Dante, and the theologian Aquinas, 
have let their desire for certainty ruin 
rather than sustain, our confidence in 
this doctrine. They have described 
the after-life in great detail, telling 
us what our bodies will be like, how 
we will spend our time in the next 
world, and how the place looks. To 
the intelligent person this is obvious- 
ly imaginative. The Church does not 
know how immortality ts attained, or 
of what it consists. Those are ques- 
tions that cannot be answered. The 
church cannot maintain the _ confi- 
dence of the people if it pretends to 
know. 

What the Church does know about 
immortality can be said in one breath. 
We believe that life extends beyond 
this sphere. We believe it because the 
Christian philosophy is incomplete 
without it. We believe it because 
Jesus’ resurrection is an instance of 
continuing life. Aside from this we 
know nothing. How and where im- 
mortality is achieved are unanswer- 
able questions. We rest assured in the 
faith that a good God cares for His 
children well. 

If the above was but an isolated case 
of such unwarranted attacks upon the 
Book and the statements of prophets 
and apostles, it could be ignored. The 
disquieting part is that it reflects the 
general attitude towards the truth on 
the part of entirely too many religious 


leaders in the churches. Either the 
Bible is what it purports to be or it 
is not! John, the beloved of the Lord, 
has told the truth or he is worse than 
the bluffing doctor to which the above 
writer has compared him. 

The apostle declared he had re- 
ceived direct from Jesus Christ, our 
risen Lord, a message of supreme im- 
portance to His followers. He gives 
evidence that it is attested by Jesus 
Christ, “which is, which was, and 
which is to come, the Almighty.” 

Why is organized religion losing 
the respect of men? Such statements 
as published above are the reasons 
why men have lost faith in a leader- 
ship which refuses to believe and re- 
spect the Book as the Word of God. 
It cannot be otherwise. Confidence 
cannot long exist in a_ leadership 
which has lost confidence in the ac- 
curacy and truth of Scripture. 

The very basis of Christian hope 
and faith rests in the doctrine of im- 
mortality. Yet the above writer says 
all that we know about it can be said 
in a breath. The first church at Pen- 
tecost knew it, taught it, and went 
forth imbued with the power of the 
Holy Spirit, proclaiming that immor- 
tality was the gift of God through 
His Son Jesus Christ, unto all those 
who believe. An apostate church does 
not know this, for they believe not 
the words of life. 

The church has, in the Bible, the 
answer to all our problems, for the 
Bible covers every phase of human 
need and national requirement. Let 
their leaders preach the truth, teach 
its message, and men will follow. 


Unholy Alliances 


HE Archbishop of Canterbury is 
i-camnenl in our newspapers to 
have said, “When the supreme issues 
are concerned, we must be ready to 
accept help from whatever quarter it 
comes.” He then urged consultation 
with Moscow and for the Pope to call 
ali Christendom together to meet the 
menace of Nazi expansion. He prom- 
ised to the Pope the support of An- 
glican Orthodox churches and inti- 
mated that the Protestant church will 
give its support also. 

Here we have the head of a great 
church in Israel making supplication 
to Rome and calling for God’s people 
to seek an alliance with a Christless, 
blasphemous government, the hands 
of whose leaders are dyed red with 
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the blood of innocent victims. When 
supreme issues are at stake there are 
alliances which may seem to give 
physical advantages but spiritually) 
are too expensive to even consider. 
An alliance that does not have the 
approval of God is a covenant with 
death and an agreement with hell. 
(Isaiah 28:15.) 

Why does not this ecclesiastical 
leader call upon God instead of upon 
the Pope? The Pope is not infallible 
nor is he God. Why not issue a call 
for Israel to repent? One thing is cer- 
tain, if we cannot trust God in a crisis 
then reliance upon a godless nation 
will not be of material assistance in 
the day of trouble. It is very evident 
that the Archbishop of Canterbury 
does not yet believe that the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples are Israel or he would 
not be asking them to make an alli- 
ance with a people who are known 
enemies of God. If he only believed 
the truth what a clear call he could 
have given to stand steadfast, for 
God being with us, who can _ be 
against us? When we comply with the 
requirements that will bring victory 
our enemies are to become His en- 
emies. Why need we have any fear? 

Solomon in his dedicatory prayer 
asked God to be with Israel when 
they went to war against their ene- 
mies. If they had sinned and met de- 
feat he asked God to forgive them 
when they turned to Him again. God 
answered that prayer, “If my people, 
which are called in my name, shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from. their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven and will forgive their sin and 
will heal their land.” (II Chronicles 
7:14.) 

Millions of laymen know this to be 
true. Why is it that the head of a 
great church seems to be ignorant of 
these simple facts, for they are the 
ABC’s of the method by which a peo- 
ple can have God’s full protection, 
regardless of the number or strength 
of their opponents? 

What holds true regarding the lack 
of spiritual leadership among our 
brethren across the sea is also true in 
our own land, Laymen are becoming 
far better acquainted with their 
Bibles than are the men who are sup- 
posed to be our spiritual leaders. Be- 
cause so many in the ministry do not 
believe the Book the clear call of 
“Thus saith the Lord” is not heard 
from our pulpits in a time of crisis. 
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The Kingdom’s Defense 


in Peace and in War 


O what extent should a 
people be prepared to de- 
fend their homes, their 
independence, and _ their 

freedom? It might not be necessary 
to ask such a question, and it would 
not, if the knowledge of fundamental 
principles of defense, as recorded in 
the organization of the kingdom, 
were known to men. Through lack 
of such information men are follow- 
ing one or the other of two groups 
who advocate their particular pro- 
gram for preventing war. 

The pacifists head one of these 
groups, proclaiming that preparation 
for war will result in war and, there- 
fore, are advocating complete dis- 
armament as a means of preventing 
future conflicts. Then there is the 
extreme militaristic group, declaring 
that only by arming to the limit with 
modern equipment can a nation be 
assured of peace. Such display of 
force, they argue, will make a nation 
hesitate to go to war with one thus 
armed. Between these two extremes 
we have many modified forms of both 
schools of thought as to the way and 
means of preventing international 
conflicts. 

If we were to follow either group 
it would be dangerous, for neither is 
right. There are aggressive nations 
with a leadership that recognizes but 
one principle in international rela- 
tionship and activity—i. e., might 
makes right. If the pacificists were to 
have their way, liberty and freedom 
would soon pass away as ambitious 
and ruthless dictators extended their 
power over neighboring states. On 
the other hand, to blindly follow 
those who advocate arming to the 
teeth is to lead in an armament race 
which is bound to bring war. It is 
inevitable that the stronger aggressor 
nation will strike before weaker op- 
ponents can become properly pre- 
pared to successfully meet that ag- 
gression. 

The spirit of strife is in evidence 
in man’s treatment of man under our 
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present economic system of destruc- 
tive competition, for business is war. 
Here we see the same desire and lust 
for power which manifests itself in 
the political activities of nations. The 
only difference between the two is 
that in business the power of finance, 
instead of the force of arms, is used 
to subject and enslave people. Today 
millions are enduring economic slav- 
ery. Countless multitudes are suffer- 
ing from lack of the necessities of life 
and are living in abject poverty in 
the midst of plenty. When men can 
eliminate these domestic troubles 
then there may be hope of man bring- 
ing peace to a troubled world. The 
same spirit that creates these condi- 
tions within motivates men in their 
international relationships and causes 
wars. 

Because this spirit exists in the 
hearts of men, if nations were to de- 
stroy all means of modern warfare it 
would not prevent war. There can 
be no peace for the world through 
armament nor will disarmament 
bring such peace to our people. If it 
were possible to remove every form 
of armament, reducing all nations to 
a complete state of physical helpless- 
ness as far as preparation for war is 
concerned, it would not contribute 
one iota to permanent peace. Under 
the new conditions thus _ brought 
about the powerful man or nation, 
through muscular strength and prow- 
ess, in hand-to-hand combat would 
dominate and control. This would be 
so because it is unregenerated men 
and nations which cause strife, rather 
than the mere possession or the lack 
of possession of arms. 

Let us not be deluded by false 
hopes. There will be no peace until 
the coming of the Prince of Peace. 
Jesus never taught disarmament as a 
means of peace but rather peace 
through regeneration. In His refer- 
ence to defense He said, “When a 
strong man armed keepeth his palace, 


his goods are in peace” (Luke 11:21). 
Regarding aggression He declared, 
“All they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword” (Matt. 26:52). 
There are two swords here. The one 
taking the sword is the aggressor, 
while the other sword is held by the 
defender. History has amply justified 
this statement of Our Lord that the 
aggressor would ultimately go down 
before the sword in the hand of the 
defender.* His advice under certain 
conditions was, “He that hath no 
sword, let him sell his garment, and 
buy one” (Luke 22:36). Thus pre- 
paredness is not an un-Christian vir- 
tue. 

Selfish and evil men are incapable 
of giving the world an administration 
of justice and peace. The reason for 
this is because at heart they are at 
enmity with God and are unable to 
think the thoughts of peace which 
are engendered through a love of our 
fellowman based upon the love of 
God. When men are truly regenerat- 
ed their desire is to establish the 
righteousness of God’s administra- 
tion, which alone can bring peace. 
Isaiah said, “But the wicked are like 
the troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt. 
There is no peace, saith my God, to 
the wicked” (Isaiah 57:2). 

All this being so we must oppose 
the aggression of individual criminals 
in, Our midst and the nations that 
come against us. The purpose of both 
criminal individual and nation is to 
take a spoil at the expense of the 
weak or defenseless. Naturally the 
question arises, What is the standard 
by which we can judge whether or 
not we are doing our part to meet 
the needs of the present situation? 

When God gave the laws govern- 
ing individual conduct and those cov- 
ering the activities of His Kingdom 
He set forth the requirements for 
national defense against aggression. It 
is as important to defend the King- 
dom against the enemies without as 
it is to enforce the law against the 
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criminal within. The principles cov- 
ering our means of defense are set 
forth in the law and should govern 
our nation as well as all Anglo-Saxon- 
dom in their relation to nations 
around them. 

Fundamental in the preparation 
for national defense, as set forth in 
the organization of the Kingdom, was 
that every man twenty years old and 
upwards should be numbered in the 
militia (Numbers 1:2-3). While this 
did not constitute a standing army, 
yet each man was assigned a place in 
the defense of the nation. There were 
certain exemptions from such service. 
The man who had just completed his 
home, or started a farm, or had just 
been married was free from the call 
to service (Deut. 20). 

All men are not equal, nor are they 
equally able to give a good account 
of themselves in battle. There are 
those who are born fighters and there 
are those who are not able to fight 
and fear physical combat. When, 
therefore, the men of Israel had as- 
sembled for battle the officers were 
to ask if there were any who were 
afraid or fearful. Those who answer- 
ed in the affirmative were mustered 
out and returned home. This assured 
an army of brave and fearless fighters. 

When an enemy attacked His peo- 
ple they were admonished not to be 
afraid even though in armament and 
power the enemy seemed greater than 
they. The reason given, “For the 
Lord your God is He that goeth with 
you, to fight for you against your 
enemies, to save you” (Deut. 20:4). 
With such assurance should a nation 
fear the future? 

The whole scheme for Israel’s de- 
fense pre-supposes the enemy moving 
against them. They are definitely in- 
structed not to be aggressors but are 
to oppose the aggressor who comes 
against them. It was for this purpose 
God declared of Israel, “Thou art 
My battle axe and weapons of war: 
for with thee will I break in pieces 
the nations, and with thee will I de- 
stroy kingdoms” (Jer. 51:20). 

A nation can be involved in a war 
by indirect methods such as entering 
into defensive alliances. Therefore, 
Israel was forbidden to make any 
covenant with the nations around 
them or with their gods (Ex. 23:32).

Such entanglements would lead to 
inevitable trouble. 

The leaders in Israel were forbid- 
den to multiply weapons of aggres- 
sion, the possession of which would 
attempt ambitious men to lead the 
people on a war of conquest. It was 
only when the enemy moved against 
Israel that they were to move against 
the enemy. When Israel went out to

N an editorial in the April issue of 

Destiny entitled “What Next?” it 
was pointed out that Mussolini was 
to be watched. Since that editoral was 
published he has taken over Albania. 
This, with the previous activities of 
Hitler, has awakened Great Britain 
and France to belated action. ‘They 
are now taking a stand that they 
should have taken in 1936 when Hit- 
ler marched into the Rhineland. 
There have been such changes during 
the last three years that we doubt 
that the present moves will be effec- 
tive in curbing for long the ambitious 
program of the dictators. 

Egypt is especially open to an at- 
tack by Mussolini, so much so that 
the Egyptians themselves are now 
doubting the ability of Britain to de- 
fend them against aggression. The 
following is a dispatch from Cairo, 
Egypt, dated April 10: “While Italy 
is condemned here for the Albanian 
occupation, respect and fear of Mus- 
solini and the Rome-Berlin Axis ap- 
pear to be increasing tremendously 
among all classes of Egyptians. As this 
increases British prestige decreases.” 

Is this feeling a foreshadowing of 
the fulfillment of the events as depict- 
ed by Isaiah in the 19th chapter? Will 
Egypt prove to be the broken reed to 
the House of Israel when the crisis 
comes and Israel needs her help? 
(Ezekiel 29:6-7.) 

The importance of the New Egyp- 
tian independence was the subject of 
an article in Destiny for September, 
1937. In that article it was shown 
that Egypt was yet to become the 
basis of one of the major moves 
against Israel-Britain and is destined 
to play an important part in the mili- 
tary activities centering in and 
around the Mediterranean. 

The forecast of the important part 
independent Egypt is yet to play in 
coming activities will be amply jus- 
tified in events of the near future. 
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meet their foes under such conditions 
the Lord went out to meet that en- 
emy with them. 

When the nation keeps His com. 
mandments, statutes and judgments 
God has promised, “I will be an en- 
emy unto thine enemies, and an ad- 
versary unto thine adversaries” (Ex. 
23:22). The result will be “And ye 
shall chase your enemies, and they 
shall fall before you by the sword, 
And five of you shall chase an hun- 
dred, and a hundred of you shall put 
ten thousand to flight” (Lev. 26:7-8). 

His Kingdom is not to win con- 
flicts through numbers nor are they 
to trust in superior armaments. They 
are not to fear the weapons of mod- 
ern warfare possessed by their ene- 
mies, for God has promised “No 
weapon that is formed against thee 
Shall prosper” (Isa. 54:17). 

When will our nation awaken to 
these wonderful promises and con- 
form with the requirements that will 
make them operate for our benefit? 
Though the world be arrayed against 
us we should have nothing whatever 
to fear when our enemies are God's 
enemies also. 

Can we do anything to bring these 
blessings to our nation? Yes. They 
will come when our people recognize 
the truth and fulfill the vow made by 
our forefathers when they said, “All 
that the Lord hath spoken we will do” 
(Deut. 19:8), and observe and do and 
keep all His laws. As a nation we 
must administer these laws as the law 
of the land. We must not enter into 
entangling alliances with the nations 
around us. Our defense is in the Lord 
and not in an aggressive policy, en- 
circling our potential enemies through 
defensive alliances with nations not 
of the Israel commonwealth. The 
individual is delivered from tempta- 
tion and evil by the acceptance of 
Jesus Christ. So the nation will be 
delivered from her enemies and all 
aggression by observing and keeping 
the requirements laid down for our 
national defense. Moses clearly fore- 
told the results that would follow: 

“Happy art thou O Israel: 

Who is like unto thee, a people 

saved by Jehovah, 

The shield of thy help, 

And the sword of thy excellency! 

And thine enemies shall submit 

themselves unto thee; 

And thou shalt tread upon their 

high places.” 
( Deuteronomy 33:29, A.S.V.) 
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“Who Shall Say What We May Find 
Awazting Us’ Kound the Next Corner?” 


UCH is the question asked by 
Sir James Jeans in his book, 
The New Background of Scet- 
ence, published in 1933. 

Two quotations, from a notice of 
the book which appeared in The 
Times, will serve as a “background” 
for a statement of the reasons for 
our belief that the history of the 
English-speaking peoples is a fulfill- 
ment of prophecy. 

Here are the two quotations: 

(1) “At the close of his book, too, 
Sir James contends that ‘the law and 
order which we find in the universe 
are most easily described—and also, 
I think, most easily explained—in the 
language of idealism idealism 
has always maintained that, as the 
beginning of the road by which we 
explore Nature is mental, the chances 
are that the end also will be mental. 

“To this present-day science adds 
that, at the farthest point she has so 
far reached, much, and possibly all, 
that was not mental has disappeared, 
and nothing new has come in that is 
not mental. Yet who shall say what 
we may find awaiting us ‘round the 
next corner?” 

(2) “The scientist can never claim 
to know anything for certain except 
direct facts of observation.” 

It would be difficult to find a more 
perfectly-worded text on which to 
base an answer to the question: 
“What is Prophecy?” How did it ar- 
rive, and how are we to know that 
it is what it claims to be—Divine 
foreknowledge? How can we prove 
it? How can we be certain? 

Let us requote Sir James Jeans; we 
ought to be sincerely grateful for 
these remarks from such an eminent 
scientist: “As the beginning of the 
road by which we explore Nature is 
mental, the chances are that the end 
also will be mental.” 

To the question—How can we be 
certain?—we are told that “the sci- 
entist can never claim to know any- 
thing for certain, except direct facts 
of observation.” 

Now re-read these two quotations, 
and substitute “Prophecy” for ‘“Na- 
ture,” and “Bible student” for “‘scien- 
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tist,” and we have a modern defini- 
tion of Prophecy, and a modern test 
as to its validity; so let us put it to 
the test! 


ET us begin with Genesis, and 

we find that at the beginning of 
the road, along which we are to ex- 
plore Prophecy, we are met by the 
mental perceptions of the Patriarchs 
—Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. Each 
in turn was conscious of some mes- 
sage to the mental side of his being, 
which caused him to perform cer- 
tain acts, or was a result of, or a men- 
tal commentary on, some event in 
his life. But the present-day scien- 
tist tells us that we cannot be certain 
unless it is provable by the direct 
facts of observation. 

For instance, Abraham was men- 
tally aware that “the Ever-Living 
said to Abram: ‘Depart from your 
native land, and from the home of 
your forefathers, to the land to which 
I will direct you (F.F.). And I will 
make of thee a great nation, and I 
will bless thee, and make thy name 
great, and thou shalt be a blessing,’ ” 
etc. (A.V.). Abram mentally received 
this Divine command, but, when ap- 
plying the above rule, we cannot be 
certain that Abram did receive this 
mental message unless we can point 
to its fulfillment in the history of 
himself and his descendants. 

We can be “certain” it is true in 
part because he left Ur and went to 
Palestine, and because his name is 
great among all Eastern countries; 
but the complete proof is because the 
prefix “Great” has been added to the 
name of the present-day Homeland 
of the Ten Tribes in “Great” Britain. 
Again, Abraham was mentally con- 
scious that “God did tempt (tried,’ 
F.F.) Abraham” to offer up his son, 
Isaac, as a sacrifice. We know this 
mental message came to Abraham, 
because history relates how he obeyed 
the Divine message; but we want to 
be so sure about this test of faith 


that we read the whole of the Divine 
message delivered as a result of this 
obedience. 

The message-prophecy is given in 
Genesis 22:16-18, and we wish to put 
it to the proof by “observing the 
facts” of fulfillment in history, so 
that prophecy fulfilled becomes the 
observed facts of historical events. 


Genesis 22:16-18 (F.F.) 


“I promise,” the Lord declares, 
“that because you have done this 
thing, and not held back your special 
son, that, when blessing, I will bless 
you, and, when increasing, it will in- 
crease your race as the stars of the 
skies, and like the sand upon the 
seashore; and your race shall possess 
the gates of its enemies; and I will 
benefit all the nations of the earth 
through your heir, because you have 
listened to my voice.” 

The Jews of the single tribe of 
Judah — the Judahites — were con- 
demned to be few in numbers. We 
are, therefore, compelled to look for 
the fulfillment of this promise of ex- 
pansiveness in the history of that 
larger section of Israel, known as the 
Lost Ten Tribes, under the leader- 
ship of Ephraim and Manasseh. 

To help our powers of observation 
of “direct facts,” this Divine promise 
adds this special identification detail 
—namely, that Abraham’s race “shall 
possess the gates (plural in F.F.) of 
his enemies,” or, as “Oxonian” ren- 
ders it, “the cities of those who are 
contrary to themselves in habits and 
customs.” . 

(“There are eight gateways of the 
world, and we own the lot! What 
further proof do you want?” asked 
the late Admiral Fisher.) 

Also, it was stated, all the other 
nations of the world would be bene- 
fitted by their contact with the de- 
scendants of Abraham’s son, Isaac. 

Some years before this trial of faith, 
there was a “scene” in the family 
life of Abraham, between Sarah and 
Hagar, the details of which can be 
read in Genesis 21:9-21. Sarah de- 
sired the expulsion of Hagar and her 
son Ishmael, and in verse 12 we learn 
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that Abraham was mentally conscious 
of a message from Jehovah. 

Sarah’s desire for the separation of 
Ishmael from Isaac was to be com- 
plied with, and in verse 13 the prom- 
ise is made that Ishmael’s descend- 
ants would become a nation, and they 
became the Arabs. 

We must now look for the fulfill- 
ment of this promise-prediction, 
made in verse 12, by observing the 
direct facts of history. 

“In (after) Isaac shall thy seed be 
called.” 

We study the history of the Jews, 
age after age, down to the present 
day, and note that they have never 
had a racial name based on, or de. 
rivable from the name of Isaac! Jew- 
ish history having failed us, we are 
compelled to turn our attention to 
the history of the Ten-Tribed -House 
of Israel. 


T this stage let us realize how 

necessary it is to find a fulfill- 
ment of this promise-prediction of the 
giving of this racial name to Isaac’s 
descendants. 

Abraham was mentally convinced 
that such a promise-prediction was 
given to him, and somehow the rec- 
ord of his conviction came to be in- 
corporated in the account of his life 
in Genesis. 

But it seems as if, in the Providence 
of God, it was necessary that this 
promise-prediction should be almost 
forgotten, or overlooked. 

We find it necessary to cultivate 
the virtue of patience during a long 
wait of 1105 years. 

Eleven Hundred and Five Years! 

From that domestic quarrel to 
Amos 7:16 is 1105 years, and that is 
the FIRST and ONLY time in the 
Old Testament that the title of the 
House of Isaac is mentioned. It was 
when Amaziah, the High Priest of 
Northern Israel, met Amos and of- 
ficially used this title in connection 
with the Northern Kingdom of Is- 
rael—the Ten-Tribed Kingdom. 

“The House of Isaac” 

This naming was sixty-six years be- 
fore Northern Israel went into their 
Assyrian captivity in 721 B. C., to the 
cities of the Medes, on the river Go- 
zan flowing into the Caspian (II 
Kings 17:6). 

Again the curtain is rung down on 
this promise-prediction, the label 
must not be displayed too prominent- 
ly, otherwise the Northern House of

Israel could not become acum” 
—‘‘Not My People.” Being named 
“The House of Isaac’ would have 
identified them wherever they went. 

After the overthrow of the Assyr- 
ian Empire, they began their long 
trek to Arsareth, and afterwards, in 
sections and under various leaders 
and names, they migrated across Eur- 
ope as shown on the series of maps 
which illustrated my articles in the 
October, November and December 
(1938) issues of DEsTINY. 

The sons of Isaac were Isaacsons, 
the initial letter, “I,” is omitted in 
the Hebrew, and we then get Saac- 
sons. ‘The Saxons (Saacsons) mi- 
grated from the southwest of the 
Caspian, the locality of Lost Israel's 
Assyrian captivity, and duly arrived 

1 “Great” Britain. 

In due time “the gates of their en- 
emies’” were given to them, but this 
gift could not be given until their 
seven times of punishment had run 
out. Then, “when blessing” and 
“when increasing,” God proceeded to 
“change their national fortunes into 
prosperity” or, in Biblical language, 
He “will turn their captivity, and 
have compassion upon them” (Deu- 
teronomy 30:3). 

This Seven Times totals a period 
of 2520 years, and this long period

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“an 721 B. C. brings us to the date 
of A. D. 1800. The “direct facts” of 
history tell us that round about that 
date, and later, these “gateways” came 
under our control, so that we could 
become a blessing to the whole world 
by making the seven seas safe for 
commerce and travel. 

The same method of argument 
holds good with the great prophetic 
messages in the lives of Isaac and 
Jacob, and the same mental messages, 
or inspirations, came to the Major 
and Minor Prophets, and in every 
case it was through their minds, by 
either message or vision, that they 
give forth their great predictions 
which have become the age-long hope 
of the Nations of Israel and Judah. 


During 2500 Years 


URING this long interval, slow- 

ly, but surely, the larger section 
of Israel’s Twelve Tribes—namely, 
the Northern Section of the Ten Tribes 
—became (1) “Not-My-People-Israel” 
in their Assyrian captivity; (2) wan- 
derers among the nations of Europe, 
“following an east wind,” and there- 
fore ever going westward; (3) “gath- 
ered togeher with My fury poured 
out,’ by each section fighting its 
way into “the Isles of the West;” (4) 
brought into the bonds of thte New 
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Covenant, through our acceptance of 
the Gospel of Grace, and the part 
we played in the drama of the Re- 
formation; (5) then came the sep- 
aration of Manasseh from Ephraim 
and his companion Tribes by the 
loss of the U. S. A., followed by the 
gradual laying of the foundations of 
our Colonial “Company of Nations;” 
(6) the Divine Gift of the sea-power 
promised to Israel and to David; (7) 
the gift of the gateways of the world, 
promised 3500 years previously, to 
the descendants of Isaac as he lay on 
the altar of sacrifice; (8) the estab- 
lishing of the great missionary soci- 
eties of the British, Colonial and U. 
S. A. sections of Israel, “Ye are My 
witnesses; (g) the lending to all na- 
tions, by the flotation of foreign loans 
by the London and New York money 
markets; (10) and the gradual evo- 
lution from A. D. 1800 onwards, un- 
til British-Israel has become “the 
Chief of the Nations,” an alternative 
description given by the late Dr. 
Driver being: “Foremost amongst the 
liberated nations of the world,” and 
thus fulfilling the Mosaic prediction 
in: 


Deuteronomy 28:13 (F.F.) 


“For the Lord will make you the 
Head, and not the Tail! And you 
shall continually rise higher, and not 
be depressed—whilst you attend to 
the commands of your Ever-Living 


God.” 
And During the “Afterwards” ? 


Sir James Jeans surmises that “the 
chances are that the end will also be 
mental,” and he goes on to ask the 
arresting question: 

“Who shall say what we may find 
awaiting us ‘round the next corner?” 

The answer is, again, a “mental” 
one, and is supplied by “the Goodly 
Fellowship of the Prophets.” Proph- 
ecy being mental, the subsequent ef- 
fect of its fulfillment will be mental. 
It will be admitted by the minds of 
the people, whose own history will 
be the absolutely certain proof of its 
fulfillment by the “direct facts of ob- 
servation.” What a test for prophecy 
to be subjected to! And what a com. 
pelling and all-convincing answer is 
demanded, and can be given! 


Cause and Effect! 
Prophecy and Fulfillment! 
The prophet Ezekiel gives us the 
finest examples of this “when” and 


“then” test of prophetic fulfillment in 
Israel’s history. Truly we are rapidly 
approaching great turning-points in 
national histories and destinies. Our 
old friend, “the balance of power,” 
in the Victorian and Edwardian 
periods, simply does not exist in these 
post-war days. 

Events in the Near East and the 
Middle East, complicated by the 
present-day Jewish tragedy in Eur- 
ope, and its effect on our policy in 
Palestine as the Mandatory Power, all 
point to the dawn of a new era and 
a great rearrangement of national 
aims and policies. 

Let us take three examples from 
Ezekiel’s prophecies, showing the ef- 
fect on the minds of the people by 
the fulfillment in their history. 

The first is taken from Moffatt’s 
translation of: 


Ezekiel 12:10-16 


“Give them this message from the 
Lord, the Eternal: “This (your sym- 
bolical bearing of a burden, and pre- 
paring to go into captivity, in verses 
3-9) bearing of a burden applies to 
the prince and all the Israelites in 
Jerusalem.’ Tell them: 

I am an omen for you; 

As for me, so with you— 

To exile, to captivity, you go, 

The prince among you (Zedekiah), 

He shall go out in the dark, 

By the way he has broken, 

Shouldering his burden, 

Covering up his face, 

Not to see the ground. 

I will fling my net over him, 

And he shall be caught in my toils; 

I will take him to Babylon, in 
Chaldea, 

(He will never see it, 

‘Though he shall die there), 

And his attendants, his retinue, 

And all his guard, I will scatter to 
the winds, 

And pursue them with the sword. 

“*When’ I disperse them among the 
nations, and scatter them over for- 
eign lands, ‘then’ shall they realize 
that I am the Eternal.” 


When and Then 


The facts—the observed facts of 
history—show us that the Jews in 
Babylon learned their lesson, and 
finally renounced idolatry whilst in 
Babylon, and became, once more, 
thorough-going Monotheists, and they 
have remained so to the present day, 
making their predicted witnessing. Is 
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not their racial creed, or profession of 
faith, taken from Deuteronomy 6:4, 
and recited at all their services? 

“Hear, O Israel; the Lord our God 
is one Lord.” 

It was an historical fact that Neb- 
uchadnezzar ordered his servants to 
put out the eyes of Zedekiah, and 
thus the prophecy was fulfilled, that 
he would go out in the dark to Baby- 
lon, but would not see it. 

And “when” they were sent away, 
“then” they would mentally realize 
all this prophecy meant, and that it 
was the work of the Eternal. “Then” 
they learned their lesson, and they 
have never forgotten it. All their sub- 
sequent history confirms it to them, 
and many of their religious observ- 
ances constantly remind them of it. 


Ezekiel 20:21-42 


HIS passage is far too long for 

quotation; therefore brief ref- 
erences to the verses must suffice. 
This running commentary, a_ blend 
taken from the F.F. and Moffatt 
translations, will greatly help our 
readers when they are reading the 
above passage in the Authorized 
Version. 

(1) Northern Israel’s expulsion 
and punishment are outlined in verses 
21 to 26. 

(2) A brief historical resume of 
Israel’s arrival in Palestine follows 
in verses 27 to 31, with a reference to 
Baal worship and shrines in _ verses 
29 to 31. 

(3) The conclusion of verse 31 
gives the withdrawal of Jehovah's re- 
plies to their approachings; therefore 
Northern Ten-Tribed Israel, in verse 
31, decides to become “like the 
heathen, and worship wood and 
stone” (F.F.). 

(4) But in spite of all this, in verse 
33 and onwards, Jehovah decides to 
take a strong line with idolatrous 
and Gentilized Northern Israel of the 
Ten Lost Tribes, and to direct their 
affairs. 

(5) In verse 37, we are brought 
“into the bond of the Covenant” 
(to become Christian). 

(6) Biblical Zionism is described 
in verse 40, alter, not only the Jews, 
but also Northern Israel are freed 
from their idolatries: 

“For in My Holy Hill, and in the 
High Mountain of Israel, all the 
House of Israel (the Twelve Tribes) 
will serve Me perfectly in the lands 
of their country” (F.F.). 
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The Only 


EVER has the world been so confused as it is today. A thousand plans are 
proposed to bring it out of its difficulties, but still the confusion deepens. 


Men are beginning to doubt the ability of human wisdom to solve their 
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problems. Even leaders are looking for someone to set a new pattern for their 
actions. 

For centuries peace among nations and between individuals has been earn- 
estly sought by men of good will everywhere.

The thoughts often expressed that a change of administration in govern- 
ment; lowered taxes; balanced budgets; legislation to keep us out of war, etc., will 
jointly and severally lead the way to a new day are all of purely superficial merit. 
None of them are fundamental or basic. The underlying problem is not material, 
but spiritual. 

Fssentially the spiritual solution of our problems is simple. Yet because it 
is so simple it is so dificult. Briefly stated, it is righteous living—a conduct of our 
individual and national affairs based on the observance of strict honesty in our re- 
lationships with our fellow men. Greed, strife, and dishonesty in business dealings 
are translated into international relationships. Nations are only groups of individ- 
uals, and what is evident in relationships between individuals is manifested on a 
larger scale in national and international activities. 

Peace, prosperity and happiness are by-products of righteous living, re- 
sulting from the observance of the principles of the golden rule. Because men have 


disregarded the revealed principles of eternal righteousness, they are today experi- 
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ay Out 


encing the culmination of their own acts—the accumulated result of what they 





have sown. 

What do we mean by “righteous living’? Just this — an understanding 
and an application of the ideals of Jesus Christ. ‘To the humble His life has altered 
the face of history and has given the certainty of power that the doctrine of might 
shall be dispelled. Men may therefore be assured that whatever they may lose in 
worldly prestige by acts of gentleness or humility to counter wrong-doing will be 
more than recompensed. by the progressive attainment of spiritual power. ‘The 
teachings of Jesus Christ put into everyday practice will change individuals and 
nations from conditions of selfishness and strife to unselfishness and peace, and 
NOTHING ELSE WILL. No statesman or clergyman, president, prime minister, dictator 
nor pontiff can cure the world’s economic and spiritual ailments unless through 
him the peoples are led into ways of righteousness and nations accept and live by 
the ideals of Jesus Christ. Obviously His ideals were God's plan for mankind—a 
blueprint for the direction of human behavior—otherwise they would never have 
been uttered and recorded in the Bible. Just so, God created man in His own image 
and likeness to do His will individually and as a group, to love one another, and 
thereby have an ideal condition on earth. Without God’s spirit and purpose, man 
is as useless in carrying out the Creator’s plan as the automoble is without the life- 
giving spark of the generator. Man must recognize that God’s plan for His will to 
be done on earth among men can only be accomplished by men who are actually 
vitalized by His spirit. ‘This is ‘THE way. 

While the ‘Ten Commandments are universally accepted as the highest 
moral code, there are other God-given laws which govern jurisprudence; mone- 
tary regulation; true standards of wealth; taxation; interest and debt; and all other 
things which have to do with the moral and economic life of nations. We are bound 
by these laws just as surely as we are bound by the ‘Ten Commandments. 

When as individuals men believe and accept Jesus Christ they will as 
nations know, keep and observe the laws He ratified and confirmed in His life. 
Then, and then only will the problems of the world be solved. 

This is THE ONLY WAY OUT! 
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“When” this has happened, “then” 
this will be the result: 


Verses 42-44 (F.F.) 


“Then you will learn that I am the 
Ever-Living, when I have brought you 
to the soil of Israel—the land that I 
raised My hand to give to your an- 
cestors, and you will then reflect upon 
your courses and all your ways by 
which you corrupted yourselves, and 
be loathsome in your own eyes, be.

It describes the present-day activ-

OR forty days during this 

season of the year, multi-

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earned by work a sacred quality that 
forbids tampering. Don’t destroy life. 
Don’t adulterate life, especially fam- 
ily life. Honor those—your father and 
mother—who were the links before 
you in the chain of life, as you will 
be the links of life to those who fol- 
low you. Take notice of time—give at 
least a part to nourish the moral man. 
To this Commandment we owe the 
almost incredible fact that the titanic 
activity of the world slows down for 
hundreds of millions of people one 
day in seven. And then come three 
Commandments that safeguard the 
human mind from superstition when 
thinking of Deity. 

This is the basic law on which all 
Anglo-Saxon laws are founded. Basic, 
because it is first written in the nor- 
mal constitution of human nature. 
Commandments so-called, they simply 
state what right-minded people natur- 
ally do, and what no law can compel 
wrong-minded persons to do. ‘Thus, 
they are more than commandments; 
they are the profound constitution of 
the good society. Analyze any one of 
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estates, and you shall never again be 
bereaved.” 
The Desired Proof 

Here we. have fulfillment of proph- 
ecy described as being the proof of 
the existence of the Deity, and the 
proof of His control of historical 
events. What is of still greater im- 
portance is the statement that be- 
cause of these observed facts, the el- 
fect on our mental outlook will be a 
racial certainty of conviction (no 
mere arguments) that God is sellf- 
existent, that He has been watching 
over Israel, that He is our God, and 
that we are His witnesses to an as- 
tonished world. 

Therefore, all these new things 
which are to come to us are mental, 
and “in the latter days ye shall un- 
derstand it  perfectly.”” (Jeremiah 
23:20, Driver.) 

This is what we shall find await- 
ing us ‘round the next corner!

them and in it you will find an indis- 
pensable social necessity. No strong 
social structure has arisen where any 
of these elements has been lacking. 

Take the Eighth Commandment— 
Thou Shalt Not Steal;—the economic 
complexion of the country would 
practically be changed by obedience 
to that. No one knows how much is 
stolen in this country every year; we 
only know the thefts that are detected 
and prosecuted. ‘The value of the 
property involved in known. thefts 
amounts to more than the cost of 
Federal, State and Local Governments 
combined, in normal times. Much of 
this property never is restored. ‘The 
law of Moses, in whose name these 
Commandments have come to us, 
made restoration a part of the pen- 
alty. Under our system, a thief steals 
your overcoat; you lose your overcoat; 
the thief loses his liberty; society loses 
his service while it supports him in 
jail! ‘The Mosaic system would re- 
quire the thief to work to restore the 
overcoat, and then work longer mak- 
ing other overcoats to teach him what 
a rent his misdeed had made in the 
social fabric. 

With us, this violation involves not 
only the property stolen; there are 
also the costly things we must do to 
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rotect ourselves from thievery. Think 
of the cost of locks and bars, of watch- 
men and police or burglary insurance 
and other forms of protection that 
would not be necessary in an honest 
society. When you figure the cost of 
our ordinary commercial or domestic 
defenses against thievery, and add it 
to the value of stuff stolen, the Eighth 
Commandment takes on real eco- 
nomic importance, 


And it reaches into very high places. 
It is not the sneak thief or the robber 
with a gun that is the most costly 
thief. IThe embezzler, the perpetrator 
of postal frauds, the purveyor of false 
securities, the forger, the business man 
who “fails” in false bankruptcy, the 
wholesale stealings in various gam- 
bling rackets — these are sufficiently 
important financially to compare with 
our total normal cost of government.

In the aggregate stealing costs us as 
individuals about $160 a year —or 
$800 for a family of five. A high tax 
to pay for dishonesty. It spells the 
difference between plenty and not 
enough. May it not be, as many insist, 
that part of our economic difficulty is 
moral? If we as a people were right 
in our behavior in this respect, would 
not things begin to go right? It’s 
worth thinking about. 


When the Earth Quakes 


in Palestine 


HAT is this idea that 

at some future time an 

earthquake is to upset 

the Suez Canal and 
make the Gulf of Suez impassable as 
a seafaring highway? On what pos- 
sible grounds can we consider the fol- 
lowing prophecy in Holy Scripture 
as descriptive of a possible future 
event? “The Lord shall utterly de- 
stroy the tongue of the Egyptian Sea,” 
and referring to the river Nile the 
prophet goes on to say, “He shall 
smite it in the seven streams and make 
men go over dry-shod” . . . and there 
shall be a highway . . . which shall be 
left from Assyria, “like as it was in 
the day that Israel came up out of the 
land of Egypt.” (Isaiah xi:15-16. 

We are all aware that the Nile has 
seven mouths, two only of which are 
now used, the Rosetta and Damietta 
branches. Of the other five, now near- 
ly silted up, three flow into Lake 
Brulos and two into Lake Menazala, 
between Damietta and Port Said. The 
Red Sea, at its northern extremity, 
divides into two tongues or gulfs, the 
most northerly being the Gulf of Suez 
and that on the eastern bank the Gulf 
of Akaba. 

While the physical changes that 
prophecy describes have not yet oc- 
curred they are quite within the 
realms of possibility. The geological 
formations show kindred upheavals 
from Palestine to East Africa, and 
there is a huge fault in the earth’s 
crust one side of which runs down the 
middle of Palestine from North to 
South while the other side runs par- 
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allel with the mighty river of Egypt 
on the African peninsula. ‘The accom- 
panying map shows Palestine to be a 
volcanic area. ‘There would seem to 
be a great firebox below the crust of 
the earth which generates an enor- 
mous motive power that appears here 
and there as hot sulphur springs act 
like safety valves up and_ through 
to the earth’s surface. A land split from 
east to west, such as at one time cre- 
ated the present deep indentation of 
the Jordan valley and the Dead Sea 
could stage a waterway from the Med- 
iterranean, somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of Joppa that would rush 
into the cavity and transform an im- 
mense area of land below it into a 
deep inland sea many times larger 
than the present Dead Sea. 

Were a volcanic convulsion ever to 
cause the fulfilment of the well known 
prophecy that is to make “the Mount 
of Olives to split in the center from 
east to west — a very great valley” 
(this being the exact translation from 
the original Hebrew of Zachariah, 
14:4) we should see the waves of the 
Mediterranean pour in eight times 
the depth of Niagara Falls, since that 
is the difference of level between that 
great inland sea that makes the coast 
line of the whole of southern Europe 
and northern Africa, and the hemmed- 
in sea, so saline that it is la- 
belled “dead.” The prophecy in 


Zachariah 14:4-5 is: “And the Mount 
of Olives shall cleave in the midst 


toward the east and toward the west 

. a very great valley and half of the 
mountain shall remove toward the 
north and half of it toward the south, 
and ye shall flee . . . for the valley 
of the mountains shall reach into 
Azal.” 


N° Azal is presumably Ascal 
or Ascalon, SC giving way to Z 
and accepted as a later addition. 
The wording is peculiarly careful and 
is not contradicted by a large raised 
map in the Royal Gographical Soci- 
ety, London, which shows the ridge 
of mountains to be rift and the Valley 
of Achor northeast of Jerusalem; end- 
ing in the Dead Sea. While the range 
of mountains are massed and contin- 
uous, there are defiles, and the writer 
has presented a valley from Azal as 
most likely from the present config- 
uration, “for the valley of the moun- 
tains shall reach unto Azal.” 

This is impressive, together with, 
that the Mount of Olives shall be di- 
vided by a great valley running east 
and west, leaving mountains on north 
and south, which is geographically 
correct. Such a mighty inrush of un- 
controlled water would create an en- 
ormous whirlpool,—the vast gyration 
of commingled waters, flooding this 
great natural bowl of mountains 
known as the Jordan cavity, striking 
against the surrounding mountains 
and finding no other outlet it would 
escape into the Gulf of Akaba by an 
ancient gully now dry, but written on 
our maps as the Wadi Araba. 

This Wadi Araba is broad and is 
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a wide waste of sand, but its boun- 
dary rocks show an old sea coast, 
grooved by torrents and worn with 
water marks. Although its sands may 
be heaped fully four hundred and 
eighty feet high, so great would be the 
rush of ocean weight from the Med- 
iterranean that it could quickly sweep 
away the sand drifts of the last four 
thousand (?) years for the Dead Sea 
itself to become “living waters.” 

Bible students will recollect that 
Ezion-Geber was the port used by 
Solomon, where he built his ships and 
stationed his navy that conveyed to 
Palestine the ivory, apes and peacocks 
with which his name is associated. 
Ezion-Geber is known tcday as Ain- 
el-Ghudyan, about ten miles up the 
now dry bed of the Arabah. The Fer- 
rar Fenton translation of Isaiah direct 
from the Hebrew, envisages Jerusa- 
lem as situated on a river highway: 
“a place of broad rivers and streams, 
not wanting in oar-driven ships and 
proud vessels to sail past.” 

Some of us can read Psalm 46 with 
richer understanding than as just a 
paean of praise of the Creator in the 
phrasing of this famous song of 
praise; for it is a perfect topograph- 
ical interpretation of the very geo- 
graphical convulsion this article en- 
visages. ‘““Though the earth be re- 
moved and though the mountains be 
carried into the midst of the sea” is 
even more forcibly expressed in an 
alternate translation from the He- 
brew (F. Fenton): “When the earth 
quakes and although hills splash to 
the heart of the seas and break on the 
cliffs in their rush,—bright streams 
deck the City of God for God com- 
forts at break of the day.” “The hea- 
then raged, the kingdoms were moved; 
He uttered His voice, — the earth 
melted.” (F. Fenton). “Trembling 
peoples and kingdoms may shake,— 
earth dissolves when He utters His 
voice.” Psa. 46:6-9. 

There is a future definite physical 
occurrence here in these verses; how- 
ever, much custom may have staled 
our comprehension of their being 
anything more than a_ testimony 
to God—our refuge and strength. The 
prophet Zachariah says that we shall 
flee from this cleavage of the moun- 
tains as we fled before the earthquake 
in the days of Uzziah and good reason 
we shall have for fleeing this time if 
the Mediterranean comes all of a 
sudden pouring in. Much surprising 
geological data can be gleaned from 
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Sir J. W. Dawson’s “Modern Science 
in Bible Lands.” He tells us that Pro- 
fessor Boyd Dawkins has conjectur- 
ally restored the Mediterranean re- 
gion at the time of the paleo-cosmic 
or antidiluvian man, by an isthmus 
dividing it into two basins or at any 
rate with only a very narrow strait 
connecting southern Italy with Africa. 

In the Pleistocene period the land 
of Palestine extended far into the 
Mediterranean so that Cyprus was 
part of the mainland, and what is 
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now the Nile Delta became a desert 
with the Nile running eastward into 
a lake while the gulfs of Suez and 
Akaba were much smaller than they 
are today. 

At the time of the Miocene or Mid- 
dle Tertiary Age there was a remark- 
able fracture of the earth’s crust, 
which greatly altered the surface of 
Syria, Palestine and Egypt. The great

The valley of the Nile runs along. 
a fault or fracture similar to that of 
the Jordan only less pronounced. Re- 
mains of hot mineral springs and pet- 
rified forests near Cairo attest the fact 
of volcanic activity. It is not unlikely 
that what occurred in the Pliocene 
Continental caused the bay of the 
present delta to become dry land and 
that the Nile flowed eastward, extend- 
ing toward Palestine. 


Statements to this effect so frequent- 
ly made by Sir J. W. Dawson in his 
geological research still hold good 
after forty years and he would prob- 
ably be far less surprised at a geologi- 
cal convulsion proving this article 
than a modern scientist would be to 
discover that the Word of God is still 
not yet out of date. 


What would then be the effect of 
this flood of water rushing into the 
Dead Sea from the Gulf of Akaba? 


Just a little lower down the Nile 
than Thebes, and practically oppo- 
site the Gulf of Akaba the map indi- 
cates a three side of a square twist of 
the river at Kena. Kena has good road 
communication to the port of Kossier 
on the 26th parallel. Is it but a dream 
to think of a natural waterway link- 
ing the Dead Sea with the Nile in the 
grandest manner imaginable? 


The rush of waters swollen and 
pressed on by a mighty north wind 
would push past the bay of Kosseir, 
leaving in its wake heaps of mud and 
sand and debris, and in its refluent 
course plunge into the valley of the 
Nile, finding its way between low- 
lying ridges that show traces of an 
old riverbed of past existence, thus 
literally 

“beating off from the channel of 
the River” (Isa. 27:12) and fulfill- 
ing 

“with His mighty wind shall He 
shake His hand over the River, and 
shall smite it in the seven streams,” 

so that the tongue of the Egyptian 
Sea is “utterly” destroyed, and “a 
highway shall be left from Assyria 
like as it was in the day that Israel 
came up out of Egypt.” (Isaiah 
11:15, 16.) 

Scriptural prophecy is almost in- 
variably corroborated, so here is the 
same picture repeated only in differ- 
ent language. There is no doubt that 
it concerns the Nile and this transla- 
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tion from Hebrew instead of the fa- 

miliar Greek, is remarkable: 
“the waters shall dry from their 
brooks, and the River be parched 
up and fail, the streams and their 
murmur shall cease, and the 
banks of canals be destroyed.” 
F. F. version. Isa. 19:5-6. 


HAT the sea will roar and the 
floods clap their hands _ before 
Him, if God makes a way in the wil- 
derness and causes rivers to flow in 
the desert will prove that God’s word 
does not return to Him void, for His 
thoughts are not necessarily our 
thoughts, nor are our ways always His. 
One of the allusions to a geological 
disturbance that cannot possibly be 
said to have already taken place is 
described by Isaiah in chapter 29. 
“When the Lord of Might comes with 
a roar and a crash, and the sound of 
a great rushing whirlwind and storm 
and a flame of devouring fire, the 
crowd of all nations shall wait and be 
puzzled and baffled and blinded when 
hail shall throw down all the refuge 
of lies, and floods will wash your den. 
Your league with the Pit will not 
stand in the rush, your treaty with 
death will be abolished,” and _ the 
multitude that fight against “Ariel” 
(symbolic name for the city where the 
Lion of God resideth) and distress her 
shall be as a dream of a night vision. 
“Stay yourselves and wonder. . . . be- 
hold, I will proceed to do a marvelous 
work among this people, even a 
marvelous work and a wonder, for 
the wisdom of their wise men shall 
perish. . . . Surely your turning of 
things upside down shall be esteemed 
as potter’s clay . . . for the terrible 
one is brought to nought . . . the poor 
among men shall rejoice in the Holy 
One of Israel . . . and they that mur- 
mured shall learn doctrine.” 

The preceding chapter is just as 
emphatic and_ inexplicable — “The 
Lord shall rise up that He may do 
His work, His strange work; and 
bring to pass His act, His strange act 
.. . Be not mockers .. . for I have 
heard from the Lord of Hosts a con- 
sumption (i. e., sentence) even deter- 
mined upon the whole earth.” “Your 
covenant with death shall be disan- 
nulled and your agreement with hell 
shall not stand when the overflowing 
scourge shall pass through.” 

Likewise does the prophet Micah 
foresee a_ physical disturbance, he 
calls to the people to listen and speak- 


ing of the latter days, says: “the 
Mighty Lord comes against you .. . 
and beneath Him the hills are dis- 
solved, and the plains, like wax before 
fire, are poured down as water from 
a steep.” (Micah 1:2-4). This is a 
curious but apt description of what 
has been previously suggested; while 
it is direct from the Hebrew the au- 
thorized version is no less dramatic. 
“The mountains shall be modern un- 
der Him, and the valleys shall be 
cleft as wax before the fire and as 
waters that are poured down a steep 
place.” 

If these chapters, together with 
Daniel and Joel, are studied as a 
whole and then reviewed, we gather 
that the prophets are definitely in- 
structed by God Himself, to give us 
the impression that a sudden and 
unforeseen action on the part of the 
Almighty will upset all our so-called 
wisdom, — “destroying its scientists’ 
science and baffling its scholars’ re- 
searches,” as Isaiah 30:14, directly 
translated from the Hebrew by Fer- 
rar Fenton, so neatly epitomizes. 

“Your cattle shall graze in that time 
on fat plains, and on every knoll and 
rising hill—when the fortresses fall— 
will spring fountains and_ babbling 
brooks, in the day when the Lord 
heals the bruise of His Race and cures 
its festering wound.” Isa. 30:26. 

It is not admitted that “God's 
Race” can adequately be expressed 
by that minute portion of Israel that 


Jewry may partially represent. It is 


an unjustifiable claim when put for- 
ward, so that promises made to Israel 
in the Bible may be helped to come 
to fruition for its benefit. These 
visions of the prophets are addressed 
to “all the House of Israel wholly” 
and when the veil is lifted which ‘tl 
now has been spread on the face of 
nations and obscured our vision, then 
the judgment of the Lord will indeed 
prevail and Europe will be given a 
gracious opportunity to plan a model 
zone where those who have been be- 
reft and down-trodden will be grant- 
ed opportunity to establish themselves 
in obedience to Equity and Justice— 
a God-fearing community living in 
covenant relation with the Lord Al- 
mighty of Israel Unveiled. 


T Cambridge can be seen the 
fragments of a letter written by 
a Rabbi, Gaon Solomon ben Yehuda, 
from Ramleh in A.D. 1033, describ- 
ing to a friend in Egypt a terrible 
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earthquake which did great damage 
in Palestine just over nine centurics 
ago. He said that many villages were 
swallowed up and that people rushed 
out of the streets as walls bulged and 
swayed. Many died under the ruins 
of buildings that collapsed. The earth- 
quake took place suddenly, just be- 
fore sunset and this was fortunate, as 
had people been in their beds fewer 
would have escaped. For two nights 
following the quakes recurred and the 
people camped, trembling in the open. 
The servants of the Governor and the 
Caliph pitched tents for them outside 
the town. “All were alike,” writes the 
Gaon, “like people like priest, like 
servant like master, when they left 
their homes and fled for their lives.” 
The Rabbi reports how he proclaimed 
a fast and he inserts a prayer-invok- 
ing Divine compassion, “May the 
Lord God of the Universe look down 
mercifully upon His world . . . may 
He hide you in His tabernacle in the 
day of evil, and shelter you beneath 
the shadow of His wings. May Peace 
be yours from the God of Peace.” 

A prayer of the High Priest at the 
conclusion of the Atonement rites 
likewise recognizes the ever-present 
possibility of earthquakes in Pales- 
tine. “May it be Thy will, O Lord 
God of our fathers, that the homes of 
the people may not become their 
graves.”

shows two stones or pillars at the 
entrance, with a narrow passage be- 
tween and to those who know any- 
thing of Freemasonry these are high- 
ly significant. 

Let me sum up what evidence I 
have gathered to support this theory. 

I believe it 
can. I Peter 2:17 says, “Honor all 
man, Love the Brotherhood, Fear 
God, Honor the King” (the first 
duty of a Mason).

Note well the narrow approach 
and judging by the photograph, the 
cairn is on a hill or high mound. Not 
only in Ireland but in England and 
Scotland are to be found chambers 
of a similar character to that at 
Lough Crew Hill. 

From a modern ritual here is most 
signifidant information: 

“The first or Holy Lodge was 
opened after the exodus of the Israel- 
ites from their Egyptian bondage, by 
Moses; Aholiab and Bezabeel, on con- 
secrated ground at the foot of Mount 
Horeb in the Wilderness of Sinai. ‘The 
second or Sacred Lodge was opened 
in the bosom of the Holy Mount 
Moriah. The third or Grand and 
Royal Lodge was holden at Jerusa- 
lem.” 

On her way to “the appointed 
place” Israel was told to “set thee up 
waymarks, make thee high heaps” 
(Jeremiah 3:2.) This was done all 
over Europe, Northern Africa and 
South America but more especially 
in France and the British Isles, of 
which the monoliths at Carnac, the 
stone circles of Avebury and Stone- 
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henge, the Zodiac at Glastonbury, are 
outstanding examples; for none but 
Masons highly skilled in the arts of 
Astronomy, Geometry and Mathemat- 
ics could have erected those build- 
ings. 

Note this by Prof. Totten in “Our

N the Bible we read that Abraham 
I gave Melchisedek, a priest of the 
Most High God, one tenth of the 
spoils of victory. His descendant, Ja- 
cob, vowed to God one-tenth of his 
possessions, if God brought him back 
safely to the land of his fathers. Now 
when you talk about tithing to a 
Christian who doesn’t mean to tithe 
he usually exclaims: “But tithing was 
part of the Mosaic law, and has been 
done away in Christ.”

Tith- 
ing is therefore not Mosaic law but 
primal law. The Second and Third 
tithes were Mosaic, but that’s another 
story. 

There is a final Old Testament ref- 
erence to this primal law in Malachi 
ili-10, which reads in the Revised 
Version: “Bring the Whole Tithe into 
the storehouse that there may be 
meat in my House and prove Me now 
therewith, said the Lord of Hosts, if 
I will not open you the windows of 
Heaven, and pour you out a blessing, 





In the earlier 
mysteries of the Shepherd Kings the 
same lesson of duality was taught by 
the companion blocks upon either 
side of the entrance passage to the 
Great Pyramid, and in the latter days 
of Solomon by “Jachin” and “Boaz”, 
the pillars of Strength and Beauty, 
between which the representatives of 
all Israel drew near to God. In their 
plainest literary sense, and in a far 
deeper spiritual one, these double 
types are always male and female, 
part and counterpart, Lord and Lady, 
Bride and Groom. They have been 
joined of God from the beginning, 
and it is certain that no man may put 
them asunder. But we may pass be- 
yond the Gates of Eden and pene- 
trate to its central precincts without 
losing this supreme conception. 
When, at its creation, Adam stood 
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that there shall not be room enough 
to receive it.” 

Mr. Thomas Kane of Chicago was 
a manufacturer who had his mind 
greatly exercised over this tithing 
matter, and wondered if in these days 
the tenth of a manufacturer's profits 
were the equivalent of Jacob’s tithe 
and Malachi’s tithe. He started busi- 
ness in 1865 and tithed his profits for 
ten years. As a result of his experi- 
ment he had a slip printed in 1875 
which read: “I believe that God 
blesses in material and in spiritual 
things also the man who habitually 
gives him a portion of his gains. I 
have known no exception to this rule. 
Have you?” An enormous number of 
these slips were sent out to evangel- 
ical clergy and ministers in the United 
States, but negative replies were im- 
possible to discover. 

Amongst English tithers of the same 
generation were the Rt. Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone, who commended the prac- 
tice to his son; Mr. William Walker 
of Whitehaven, who in an ordinary 
year gave one-tenth and in markedly 
good years one-fifth; and Sir William 
Hartley of Liverpool, who in his will 
strongly urged his children to con- 
tinue this life habit. So clearly were 
the results of tithing noted in those 
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alone, a dual being though he knew 
it not!—in the midst of the garden, 
behold two trees, the one of Life, the 
other of Knowledge.” 

The time is not far distant when 


all Israel will know those secrets 
which have been handed down so 
carefully by our forefathers, and | 
would strongly advise intense study 
of your Jewel, regalia and ritual, for 
the time is approaching when you 
must pass on that knowledge to your 
brethren, pure and unsullied as you 
received it.

days that Charles Spurgeon, the fam- 
ous Baptist Minister, exclaimed that 
if a Christian tithed “peace and pros- 
perity should be his portion.’”’ He took 
it as a matter of course. 

In the year 1904 the late Rev. 
Henry Lansdell, D.D., produced his 
monumental work, The _ Sacred 
Tenth. This was an intensely earnest 
appeal to Christians to cease their 
robbery of God and to render to the 
Deity His dues. It cost Lansdell eight 
years’ research at the British Museum. 
He dealt largely with the predial as 
well as the voluntary tithe, but it is 
only with the latter that I am con- 
cerned. This book is out of print, 
but finding that the Jewish Univer- 
sity at Jerusalem was not in _ posses- 
sion of a copy, I obtained the two 
volumes, and forwarded them togeth- 
er with my own. The librarian was 
exceedingly gracious in his remarks 
about the whole consignment. 

For in 1923 I had brought out a 
small volume called The Whole Tithe 
which was a humble endeavor to deal 
more closely with the Mosaic code at 
certain points than even Lansdell had 
done, and to ascertain if possible 
what the Code really meant under 
modern conditions and with modern 
coinage. On starting the task | 
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thought the final solution had been 
lost forever. But most providentially 
my studies in the Second Tithe seem- 
ed to provide the key which fitted the 
lock, and opened the subject up to 
finality. I humbly hope so. ‘The press 
was exceedingly kind—far too kind. 
For the Jewish Chronicle alluded to 
it as “that notable book,” and the 
Church of England Newspaper as 
“the classic work on Christian giv- 
ing.”” What a fortunate little work to 
have so pleased these widely diverse 
gentlemen! I still think they were 
rather generous in their estimates. My 
pulishers informed me that it was the 
first book on tithing ever to get into 
a second edition. 

As one’s store of literary quotations 
keeps on increasing, it is obvious that 
All Thine Increase is a work that can 
never be finished. 

New facts continually bring them- 
selves before one’s notice. For in- 
stance, it was only when reading up 
for my brochure on Glastonbury that 
I became aware that our Druidic fore- 
fathers were acquainted with the 
Sabbatic Law and the Tithing Law 
also. From what source did they de- 
rive this knowledge? And when an 
Arch-Druid was discovered seated in 
the barrow in which they had buried 
him at Stonehenge, how was it that 
he was wearing robes suspiciously like 
those of a Jewish High Priest, even 
to the jewelled breast-plate? 

In The Whole Tithe 1 have ad- 
vanced the view that the Israelitish 
Sabbatic Law and_ the Israelitish 
Tithing Law were in reality two Sab- 
batic Laws. 

I believe that the Israelitish farmer 
rested for God one day in every week, 
and worked for God one day in every 
week, 

I do not think that the same Law 
is incumbent upon the Christian. But 
there always have been in the Chris- 
tian Church, throughout the ages, 
men who have held that the payment 
of that primal ten per cent, paid by 
Abraham and Jacob and re-asserted 
by Malachi is well-nigh incumbent 
on all Jews and Christians who would 
take their religion seriously. Lecky 
says that in the third century the 
giving of the voluntary tithe was a 
common practice in the Church. 

Let every man be fully persuaded 
in his own mind. If any man lack 
wisdom let him ask it of God which 
giveth liberally and upbraideth not.
